that prior to May, 19UA, he was assigned to Ladd Field, Fairbanks, Alaska, 
as Intelligence Officer, having intelligence responsibility extending from 
the Canadian Border northward to Nome, Alaska. He stated that about May, 
19hh f he was assigned to the lii55 Air Base Unit, Great Falls, Montana, 
(referred to locally^as t he East Base) of the Air Transport Co mmand unde r 

When first assigned to Great Falls, 

duties were those of |j§£fl!ftggncg‘*’Officei^ He was thereafter designated 
fRlrector of. Dam annul and Administration. He further stated that he was 
assigned liaison duties between Army Intelligence and the F.B.I. *tft firSSl 
♦Falls , vStV 'Paul, -Seattle. 

It should be noted that the period during which^^i^V served at 
the Great Falls Air Base was subsequ ent to the time indicated for the 
allegations made by JORDAN. advised that hence, he had no direct 

knowledge of the matters referred to by JORDAN, but that he had known JORDAN 
slightly but not well enough to make an appraisal of him. 

As will be set fo rth later with regard to general Russian 
activities known to^BB9 he observed instances where pressuro was 
brought to bear from Washington to expedite the wishes of the Russians. 

In this connection he stated, however, that no such orders were conveyed 
to them by civilians and all such orders came through regular military in¬ 
telligence channels.

made the general statement, based on his over-all know¬ 
ledge of line operations at Great Falls and Alaska, that ho believed that 
the essential facts as outlined by JORDAN were entirely plausible and 
could well have happened in view of the way shipments were han d l ed. He 
added that during the period that he was at Great Falls it was 6till 
common practice to ship much material for the Russians which was unmanifested. 


_ is specifically questioned as to his knowledge of any 

documents in the possession of the Russians which would have reference to 
Manhattan Engineering District, Naval Statistics, Aberdeen Proving Ground 
material and like documents ment^ned by JORDAN, or information relative 
to the shipment of uranium. stated that no such documents or ship¬ 

ments had been noted by him personally, nor had such information come to 
his att ention officially or otherwise. As will be setout later in detail, 
has personal knowledge of questionable documents in the possession 
of the Russians at Fairbanks, Alaska, but these were not of the type men¬ 
tioned by JORDAN. — 

Istated that he did not recall specifically the exact 
dates that he served as Intelligence Officer at Ladd Field, Fairbanks, 
Alaska; however, he advised that he spent three winters in Alaska before 
being assigned to the air base at Great Falls. As Intelligence Officer 
stationed at Ladd Field, he had intelligence duties extending from the 
Canadian Border north to Nome, Alaska, and his instructions were to 
ascertain everything possible concerning Russian activities but was given 
off the record instructions not to “get caught” or that such failure would 
be his own responsibility. 

stated that on several occasions opportunities were 
found to inspect packages, suitcases or boxes going to Russia. Specifically, 
he stated that on one occasion two diplomatic pouches were “accidentally 4 ' 
dropped and brok en open and a detailed examination was made concerning 
their contents. advised that as a result of the ex amin ation 

of these pouches and other packages he had seen documents which he 
believed were questionable destined for Russia.

He recalled that some of the documents consisted of blueprints 
of what he believed to be key industrial plants, of water systems and of 
lighting systems. In addition, there were large quantities of technical 
documents, technical periodicals and other documents of a similar nature. 

He stated that detailed reports concerning these examinations were made 
and that suctw'eoortswere forwarded from Fairbanks, first direct to the 
office of 4HHH^Hfl^and later to the Headquarters of Military Intelli¬ 
gence, Washington, D. C. In addition, he stated copies of such reports 
were maintained at Ladd Field and that copies were also forwarded to the 
Headquarters of the Alaskan DefenseCommand at Anchorage, Alaska, and to 
the Presidio at San Francisco. ^HlHB'eealled that one of the reports was 
threo or four inches thick and was in the nature of a running summary of

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Russian activities. He stated that he did not recall the title under which 
most of these reports had been submitted, but that in Anchorage or Fairbanks 
they probably would be found filed under something similar to “Russian 
Activities."

which were going through Fairbanks and which he stated could not possibl y 
have been truly diplomatic mail beca use of the volume,* 
oecame concerned and sent to Washington in an effort to 

ascertain what limits should be fixed in respect to such shipments of 
documents and whether any policy could be established wh^^^i^i give the 
American authorities the right to stop such shipments 

stated that ho discussed the matter with virtually everyone in the Military 
Intelligence Section at the Pentagon Building in Washington, and with the 
representative from the State Department stationed at the Pentagon Build¬ 
ing, and that he could obtain no answer. He stated that each person that 
he talked to shunted him on to someone else. He stated that he made two 
separate trips to Washington for the purpose of attempting to find some 
formula by which the shipment of some of theso documents to Russia could 
be stopped. 

further advised that he worked cl osely with the 
F.B.I. at Fairbanks, specifically former Special Agent who is, 

accordi ng to lo cal information, presently with CIG in Washington, D. C., 
and informed of the activities of the Russians on the base at 

Ladd Field even though it was contrary to his own instructions. 

specifically mentioned an investigation involving a 
Russian girl who was secretary to the Commanding Officer at Ladd Field who 
was suspected of collaborating with the Russian officials. He stated that 
he believed this girl to bo a Soviet agent and folt that a case establishing 
this fact had almost been made against her. He further stated that he 
believed the F.B.I. or C.I.C. had maintained a technical surveillance on 
this girl at her residence in Fairbanks, Alaska, and that aftejM^^eturn 
to the States other surveillances had been conducted on

He further stated that on one occasion the Intelligence Agents 
at Ladd Field had obtained a Russian code book from the quarters of one of 
the Russian officers and had successfully photographed the same. He 
stated that copies of this code book might be found in the files at Fair¬ 
banks or at Anchorage, if not located in the Array Intelligence files in 
Washington, D. C. He stated that he did not know what value the code book 
had been end advised that he believed the Russians obtained a new code 
almost every week. 
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He further stated that Array Intelligence Agents at Ladd Field 
had arranged technical coverage over all Russian calls going out of Ladd 
Field and that recordings had been made of these calls which had been 
translated and summaries made thereof which were incorporated in his 
regular reports. He stated copies of such translations sh ould appear in 
the files of Ladd Field in Fairbanks. In this connection,^l^Hfl^^^ 
said that he was amazed at the freedom with which the Russians talked 
over the telephone. < 

stated that he recalled that there was a oivilian 
employee 01 the Army at Fairbanks, who was a Russian interpreter and who 
had been connected with a Russian news paper in San Francisco that he always 
suspected of being a Soviet agent. could not recall the details

'stated that on his transfer to the Air Base 

Unit at Great Falls, Montana, he performed intelligence duties for a 
time and then was assigned personnel and administrative duties; however, 
he stated tliat he still acted as liaison officer with the F.B.I. 


He said that the li*£5 Air Base Unit was referred to locally as 
the East Base and was across town from Gore Field. All of the winteriza¬ 
tion and the loading and dispatching of aircraft destined for Russia was 
handled at the East Base. In addition, during the time of his assignment 
there, all shipments destined for Russia were received and warehoused, if 
necessary, at the East Base. He stated that when planes were ready for 
dispatch, pilots would be sent to the East Base from Gore Field by bus 
to man the planes. In addition, he stated that there were Russian planes 
originating in the east, possibly 'vTashington, D. C,, which tc uld come 
through Great Falls and go on to Fairbanks manned with a Russian crew and an 
American pilot,which crew included armed guards. He stated that in respect 
to such planes, no American excent the pilot ever got aboard^ At the time 
of his service at the East Base it was operated as a port of embarkation 
and bo stated that customs officials were present who inspected the 
personal luggage of Russians entering and leaving the country. 
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i stated that another Individual who might have 
knowledge 01 t,r.e general Russian activities at G reat Falls , Montana, during 
the latter p^o-t of 1945» was a classmate of his, ^^^^^Bwho now resides 
in Los Angeles. This individual he described as who attended 

the University "■£ California at Los Angeles at the sam e time thati 
was in attendance there. He further doscribed^MS^ 36 being 
of iUjKB OST/3&ER, who was the v ictim in the Hickman Kidnapping Case in 
Los Angeles in the late 1920s. f^^HVis known to one of the interviewing 
Agents and is believed to be still residing in Los Angelos, but this fact 
has not been verified at this jojitin^.

stated that the matters coming to his attention con¬ 
cerning Russian activities at the East Base in Great Falls had been made 
the subject of reports, which reports have been forwarded to Edmonton, 
Alberta, and thence to Army Intelligence Headquarters in Washington. 


For the information of offices not previously in receipt of data 
concerning this case, it should be noted that GEORGE RACE! JORDAN has 
furnished information that late in 1943 or early 1944, he was assigned to 
duty at Gore Field, Great Falls, Montana, as a.liaison officer between the 
Air Material Command and the Russian personnel located at that field. On 
one occasion JORDAN states that he had an opportunity to inspect some 
suitcases being transshipped to Russia and found in these suitcases docu¬ 
ments pertaining t-> the Manhattan Engineering District, Oakridge, Aberdeen 
Provi ng Grounds, Naval Statistics, documents designated from 

etc." He further stated that shortly before this batch of suitcases 
came through another batch of 50 patent-leather suitcases, bound with white 
sash card, and sealed with a lead seal, had passec^hroutd^h^base. 

JORDAN further states that on one occasion an 

officer in the Russian Army stationed at Gore Field, had a telephone con¬ 
versation wit h Washington, D. C., at the conclusion of 

which finQt aslcc-.d to speak, u./ JcrAAN cu*l tola o( juLiAN Uv>t there would be 
sjne unmarked b-occs coming through destined for Russia and that JORDAN 
was to expedite this shipment and say nothing to anyone about it. 

JORDAN stated that about three weeks later such a box cane 
through weighing approximately 250 lbs., which the Russians at Gore Field 
told him was uranium. He stated that subsequently there were threo other 
shipments coning through, one of them from Canada in the possession of a 
courier, weighing approximately 25 lbs; another weighing approximately 
1,000 lbs, and another weighing approximately 1,200 lbs. On one of these 
packages JORDAN noted the figures 235 or 239, which,he now concludes, 
meant uranium 235 or plutonium 239 .

I 
told him we had not made any release on the matter at all and had not 
talked to the Examiner. He insisted that we had scooped the Mirror, where¬ 
upon I told him in no uncertain terms that he should watch his statements 
more carefully and not make such allegations until he knew the facts; that 
he was entirely out of plac^lr^is commnts. He asked then If we would 
verify the interviews with'^^^B and I told him we had no comment 

to make. He said be thougfa^i^was cni^oSr if the Examiner got the 
information that we give him the same Information. I again told him that I 
had no conment. 


Upon securing the article from the Examiner it is obvious that they 
are not quoting this office and that the source of their information is not

The fo llowing report reflects the joint investigation of Special 
land the writer. 


As a result of interviews conducted with officers who served in 
Great Falls, Montana, the following picture of the physical aspects of the 
operation, together with the breakdown of command, is being set forth for 
guidance. 


In the early part of 19U2, when it became necessary, due to war¬ 
time strategy to fly Lend Lease military supplies to Russia by air. Gore 
Field was set up at Groat Falls, Montana, to handle both the shipments of 
air freight and transshipment of planes destined for use of the Russians, 

As this operation grew, material destined for Russia came to the 
Great Falls area both by air, by Army transport planes, domestic airlines, 
and by railway common carrier. 

At the time Gore Field was originally established, it was used 
somewhat as a freight assembly depot and as a refueling station for planes 
destined for Russia, which would subsequently land at Ladd Field at Fair¬ 
banks, Alaska. 

As the volume of material channeled through this airport increased, 
another organization came into existence known as the East Base, which was 
actually situated seven or eight miles across town from Gore Field, At the 
time that the East Base operation first came into existence, this was used 
as a heavy bombardment group training station. 

As the operations at Gore Field expanded, it became necessary to 
activate another organization which was known as the Sub-Depot, This 
was actually headquartered just outside the Town of Great Falls in what had 
forra^vly been the State Fair Grounds, It should be noted again that this 
was several miles from Gore Field and likewise distant from the East Base 
operation. The function of the Sub-Depot at the time it was activated con¬ 
cerned itself principally with the ’.winterization program which was necessary 
in order to fit plares passing through for operation under Arctic conditions. 
This Sub-Depot also was a parts assembly and distribution center for planes 
destined to Russia and also for aircraft material destined for Russia 
through Lend Lease channels. 

In early 19kli, the Sub-Depot operations were, over a period of 
several months, absorbed into the East Base operation and the function of 
this Sub-Depot, to wit, winterization of planes, assembling of aircraft

parts, etc., \7as assimilated by the East Base, as also was all cargo which 
prior thereto had been assembled at the Sub-Depot. 

At about the same time, the Gore Field operation changed consider¬ 
ably insofar as it affects the allegations referred to herein, in that the 
East Base, in the early part of 1914*, commenced to assume the freight 
handling operations which originally had been centered at Gore Field, hence, 
from the period,which was fixed by officers interviewed, in about Spring, 19Ui, 
Gore Field no longer functioned as a freight handling operation but continued 
to handle personnel and pilots. 

This had the effect that prior to the early Spring of 19hh, ship¬ 
ments in the nature of special freight, diplomatic pouches, suitcases, “etc. 
cleared through Gore Field and on occasions were temporarily warehoused 
there. As the operation changed, however, this function was handled at the 
East Base. With the exception of one isolated instance which will be com¬ 
mented upon later, no shipments of the nature commented upon by JORDAN 
cleared through the Sub-Depot. 

The three separate entities referred to hereinbefore, Gore Field, 
the Sub-Depot and the East Base each had a separate and distinct comanding 
staff. Because of the physical distance which separated those bases, officers 
assigned to a particular base had very little first-hand knowledge as to 
what transpired at other points. 

It should be pointed out, however, that in certain instances, 
officers assigned to Gore Field in a capacity 'which would cause them to have 
personal knowledge of shipments referred to were later transferred to the 
East Base at the time the East Base assumed the freight-handling functions 
formerly handled at Gore Field.

B was interviewed on November 30, 19l*9, and advised 
that in 19U2, he was assigned to Ladd Field, Fairbanks, Alaska, as Intelli¬ 
gence Officer, having intelligence responsibility extendins^ftjom the Canadian 
border northward to Nome, Alaska. About Kay, 1914*, JHIv;;as assigned 
to the lU55th Air Base Unit, Grea^Fa^^^Kontan^fffi^TaS^fese) of the 
Air Transport Command under He stated that when 

first assigned to the East Base at Great Falls, he was Intelligence Officer; 
however, thereafter he was designated Director of Personnel and Administration. 
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advised that he had not observed any documents or ship¬ 
ments such as those mentioned by Major JORDAN pertaining to the Manhattan 
Engineering District, Oakridge, Aberdeen Proving Grounds, Naval Statistics or 
uranium. He stated, however, that he believed JORDAN’S allegations were 
essentially plausible in view of the manner in which shipments were handled. 
He said that there was a general understanding along the entire Lend Lease 
pipeline that shipments to Russia were to be expedited and that every assist¬ 
ance should be given to the Russians in keeping the flow of planes and cargo 
moving towards Russia. He said it was not uncommon during this period for 
material to be forwarded along the’’Alaskan Pipeline'* without manifest, 

stated that as Intelligence Officer he had noted tremen¬ 
dous volumes of diplomatic pouches and other containers obviously contain¬ 
ing documents or pape rs passing through Ladd Field, Fairbanks, Alaska, and 
thal^^mHIHflBbccarae concerned because there was insufficient identi¬ 
fication of such pouchesandpackages, which, in many instances,were not 
manifested, and ser.t^|^^H^Bto Washington in an effort to ascertain what 
policy sho uld be foll owed in respect to such shipments and to fix account¬ 
ability. advised that he discussed the natter with virtually 

everyone in the Military Intelligence Section at the Pentagon Building in 
Washington and with the representative of the State Department stationed 
at the Pentagon Building, and that everyone vdth whom he raised the question 
"passedthc buck" to someone else and he was never able to obtain an answer, 

Bstated that he made two such trips to ITashington for the purpose 
of finding some formula by which the shipment of some of these documents and 
papers to Russia could be stopped. 

^KH^furthcr advised that the lA55th Air Base Unit, located 
at the East Base was responsible for the winterization, loading and dis¬ 
patching of aircraft destined for Russia. In addition, during the time of 
his assignment at East 3ase, all cargo shipments destined for Russia were 
received and warehoused, if necessary, at East Base. He said that when 
planes were ready for dispatch, pilots would be brought over to the East 
3ase from Gore Field by bus to man the planes. In addition, he said that 
there were, on occasion, Russian planes originating in the East, possibly 
Washington, D. C., which would come through Great Falls for Fairbanks, Alaska, 
and which would be manned by a Russian crow except for an American pilot. 

He stated that these planes carried armed Russian guards. He said that 
with respec^t^theso planes, no Americans except the pilot were permitted 
on board. ^^^^^^H^Rdviscd that with the exception of the customs inspec¬ 
tion of thepersona^^uggage of the Russians leaving this country at the 
port of embarkation, there was virtu ally no inspection. 

advised that although it was commonly believed that the 
Russians had seme high Tashington contact able to expedite matters in their 
interest, the identity of such person had not been known to him. He said 
that •.;hon the Russians called Tashington to expedite a matter, instructions 
would very quickly be received via military channels to give the Russians 
what they desired.

Major JORDAN would look over this mail, v-hich would include, in some cases, 
open material and teletypes and would have her copy all the open messages 
and teletypes. The copies r/ere maintained in a safe in Major JORDAN'S 
office.

She stated that she had no knowledge concerning uranium shipments. 

stated further that Major JORDAN frequently talked

into his office to listen on the extensions and take notes of the conversa¬ 
tions. She state d these convers ations were always held behind closed doors 
but she had seen transcribing a record of the conversation. 
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interviewed on November 22, 19li9, at his offices of 
the Civil Aeronautics Authority , at Los Angeles /airport, where he is 
presently employed. He advised that for a time he served as Commanding 
Offi cer of G o re Field at Great Falls, Montana, and was

^mi^l^pdvised that there was also stationed at the Field a 
Russian officer, who worked very closely with the officers of his command, 
althoug h he was not attached dir ectly thereto. This individual he identi¬ 
fied as w ho was stationed at Gore Field in the 

capacity of a Russian representative whose duties it was to expedito ship¬ 
ments of badly needed material over the air route to Russi£u4B^B^ 
advised that he was thrown into rather close contact with^H^^^ and as a 
result, qaroe to know him quite well, socially as well as through business 
relations. 

^j^^Dadviscd that he recalled GEORGE RACE! JORDAN as a Captain 
who had liarson duties with the Russian personnel at Gore Field, and who 
apparently had duties relative to the expediting of the shipm ent of pi anos 
and material being transported to Russia through Gore Field. 
advised that he was not sure what JORDAN’S status was at the Base but that 
he thought he came under his direct ccranandj however, he suggested it was 
possible that JORDAN had been detailed to Gore Field for special duties 
either by the Air Transport Command in Washington or by the Lend Lease 
Administration. 


He stated that he recalled on one occasion that he sent JORDAN 
on an inspection trip along the northwest route of the Air Transport 
Command.

He stated that upon the completion of his inspection trip JORDAN

he identified, was the. General who was in over-all command of that sector. 
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recalled specifically that the report mentioned some five or six 
hundred airplane engines of several types •which were stacked along a stream 
in either Canada or Alaska.

ive officer and that he had no qualms about reporting a situation which to 
him appeared to be ou t of line . V/ith further reference to this specific 
incident in question,^^^B^stated that he thought the charges made by 
JORDAN were well founded and that he was acting completely within the scope 
of his authority, pointing out further that he probably realized that at 
the time he made this report it might bring forth some "repercussions". 

advised further that to the best of his recollection, 
material going to the Russians was shunted to a special section of the 
4TC warehouse at Gore Field and that JORDAN, because of his duties, probably 
knew better than anyone the nature of the material which was stored in this 
section. He stated that he recalled that eventually JORDAN was transferred 
to a part of the over-all Great Falls operation which was known as East 
Base and at this time material destined for the Russians was handled through 
the East Base, but was still somewhat under JORDAN'S supervision. 

that ho recalled only possibly five or six C-li7 
transports being transferred to the Russians at Gore Field during the time 
of his stay there. He stated that he did not know what was put aboard 
these transports, whether they went out fully loaded, or whether, if they 
were loaded, the loading was done at Gore Field or the planes arrived at 
Gore Field f ully loaded. 

^^H^^B a< 3vised further that there seemed to be considerable 
material coning through designated for the Russians without shipment papers 
and that he reca lled discus sing this matter Tdth^m^l^^ who, 
at that tine,was MUBWfr teprty Comma nder.

effort to ascert ain what should be done with such material and to establish 
accountability. recalled that no satisfactory answer was given by

stated that he did not personally recall seeing any patent ’leather

Ke further did not recall any repoi^nadeto him concerning the 
inspection by JORDAN of any such suitcases, was of the opinion that 

had such an inspection been made by JORDAN and that questionable materia^^ 
had been found therein that JORDAN would have reported the matter td^| 
as he had authority to stop such shipment if he though it was questionable. 
He further advised that he had never heard of ary shipments of uranium such 
as those described by JORDAN, going through the Base. He stated, however, 
he was completely unaware at the time of the Americans’ interest in uranium 
and he probably would not have taken any note of such shipment had it been ’ 
brought to his attention.

Specifically, in connection 
vdth this call he stated that he did not believe such a call could have 
originated at Gore Field because such a call to Washington would have to 
have his personal okay.

On November 29, 19U9>fl^^HB was interviewed by the reporting 
agents ,_at_which tine he adviscd~tfra t he had served as Executive Officer 
under at Gore Field, Great Falls, Montana, 

from approximately September 1, 19b2 to September 1, 19ii3. He advised that 
at the time of his transfer from G ore Field t hat GEORGE RACEY JORDAN was 
still there. In recalling JORDAN,stated that it was his impression 
that JORDAN had special duties at Gore Field which included liaison with 
the Russian personnel stationed there and which also included expediting 
shipments of material destined for Russia. Ho stated that to the best of 
his recollection, he believed that JORDAN was actually assigned to and was 
responsible to the Air Materiel Command. 


stated that he regarded JORDAN as a competent, conscien¬ 
tious officer, who, if anything, was over-zealous in his duties. He stated 
that JORDAN was not the type of person who would have been intimidated by 
the attitude of a superior officer and would not have hesitated in reporting 
to super^^off^ers in the ervent he noticed an occurrence_wh ich was out of 
line. ^^PH^^said that relations betweenand his officers 
'.ere such that these officers w ould not hes itate to discuss matters occurring 
at Gore Field with him or with^^^^^Hfe 


advised that he was generally familiar with most of the 
Russian per sonnel whj^h passedthrough Gore Field and that in this connection 
the name of^^Cn^l^fEl^^QH^Pwas vaguely familiar to him, but he could 
not recall having met him or having heard his name in connection with the 
shipment of 50 suitcases. With particular reference to a shipment of 50 
suitcases described as patent leather bound in white sash cord with red seals, 
he stated that in the event four or five suitcases had arrived in one ship¬ 
ment, they would have been handled in a routine manner and would not have 
been brought to his attention.. He stated, however, that 50 some suitcases 
probably would have raised a question and would have been brought to his 
attention for the reason that air space at this time was extremely valuable. 
Frequently decisions had to be made to assign priority to various equipment 
and cargoes and the urgency of some 50 suitcases, which might possible have 
contained personal effects, would undoubtedly have been questioned. 
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stated that JORDAN did not report to him his findings 
on any such suitcases; however, he felt that if JORDAN had reported the 
natter at t he time o f finding such suitcases, he would have mad^thereport 
to himself, ^BBfc or possibly to Major 771LLI AM HERRON. sub¬ 

sequently advised that he was not sure that HERRON'S givmname was UTLT.IAM, 
and further, that upon reflection he had decided that HERRON 1 s service was 
not within the pertinent period.) 

^^I^^H^fctated that the Transportation 

Officer at Gore Field, kept a very close tab on shipments designated for 
Russia and believed that he placed them in a separate section of the ware¬ 
house at Gore Field. He felt that if a shipment of 5^su^acse^^s des¬ 
cribed by JORDAN, had cone through Gore Field, that^H^IHlH^would 
certainly have noted the shipment. He said that in the event the suitcases 
as described had been received at Gore Field it would not have been out of 
line for JORDAN to make an inspection of their contents for it was part of 
his duty to sign priorities and might have inspected such suitcases to 
ascertain whether the contents required urgent shipping. 

He stated further that if the shipmentjwas handled in a manner 
that would c ause it t o come under ^H^^lBlBilBsupQrvision he felt 
certain that^^^^l^would have cleared the matter with him before allowing 
JORDAN to inspect the shipment in question. 

had the followingt^sav with regard to JORDAN'S account 
of having been invit ed to d inner by^B^BH^ a Russian officers He 
advised that he knew^^^^^B but, to the best of his recollection, this 
officer spoke no English whatsoever and that he could not visualize 

having invited JORDAN to dinner, inasmuch as their language barrier 
would be- such that such entertainment would be very unlikely. 

Tilth particular regard to the portion o f the allegation concerning 
a tele phone call between JORDAN MS ^OTRlNS at the Unite 

House,I^HHHBstated that he felt certain that in the event such a call 
took place that it would have or^uTated in Uashington. He stated further 
that at the time in question, ^^(BB^fami^^rity with the English lan¬ 
guage was such that he doubted very much if ^^^B^ could have carried on a 
conversation with HOPKINS. 


with regard to calls to TVashington, he stated that these 

were made on the frequency of from twice a week to as many as three times 
a day. In these instances ^BB^fcvould call his superiors in Washington 
various matters which were in need of attention at Gore Field. 

that about two hours subsequent to these calls either he 
would get the repercussion of such a call in that some 
highly placed militar^Ttar^n Washington would call them with the request 
that they expedite^^^B^^fchishes in the particular matter in question. 
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that he had formed the impression, because of the 
rapidity in requests v.'ere u^^natolv transmitted back to 

then, that in all probability somebody in headquarters in Washing- 

ton would call the T/hite House. The White House, in turn, would call 

who, in turn, would get instructions back to Gore Field 
through channels. 

In regard to the suspected shipment of uranium to Gore Field, 
stated that the personnel at Gore Field had received instructions 
from Washington to let the Russians have virtually anything they wanted and 
to expedite shipments destined for Russia. Consequently, it would have been 
an easy matter for the Russians to have forwarded through Gore Field ship¬ 
ments contai ning uranium without it coming to the attention of anyone. 
According to^^H^^) such a shipment would have been handled in a routine 
manner whether manifested or not, and in the event there was particular 
urgency concerning such shi pment all that wo uld have been necessary to expe¬ 
dite it would have been ask that the shipment be 

expedited and to arrange for proper cargo space . In view of the routine way 
shipments for Russia were handled at the Field, stated he could not 

understand why, in the instance of uranium, a special point was made of it 
as indicated by the phone call mentioned by JORDAN to or from HARRY HOPKINS. 

stated that he was usually aware of any Russian per¬ 
sonnel to arrive at Gore Field, but he did not recall any Russian courier 
arriving at C-ore Field from Canada. stated that he was very 

positive that no shipments of uranium or suspected shipments of uranium 
had been brought to his attention while he was assigned at Gore Field. 

With respect to the general handling of manifests 
stated that it was a very common occurrence for material to arrive at the 
Field designated for the Russians which was unnanifested and that for a 
time, this lack of adherence to procedure had cause them some concern and 
they finally had reached the point that they adopted the policy of expedit¬ 
ing all shipments without worrying about details of manifest ing or subse¬ 
quent accountability. In this particular regard. related su b- 
stantially t he same story as that outline! in the interview of^|in 
that he and^^^^^ had become concerned about this lack of adherence to 
details but that their attempts to receive a satisfactory answer from 
Washington had met with no avail. 


In regard to thehandling of manifests in the event the procedure 
was properly followed,^HHfestated that to the best of his memory, 
these documents were handled as follows: If a shipment came via common 
carrier, a copy of the manifest would be received prior to the arrival of 
the shipment, another copy would be attached to the shipment. Upon the 
arriv»l--ef the shipment at the Field, the identifying data on the package 
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■would be checked against the manifest by the receiving officer and that 
copy would then be sent to the Transportation Officer, who retained it in 
his files. The original copy of the manifest would be returned to the 
common carrier, who would forward it to the Army Finance Officer for pay¬ 
ment . 

In the event the shipment came through bn a Government waybill 
via Government transportation a copy ofth^jaybill would be retained in the 
files by the Transportation Officer. ^m|H^stated that he had no idea 
as to where copies of such manifest could be located. He further stated that 
it was common occurrence for shipments designated tc Russia to come through 
without manifest and veiy often he would see boxes marked “United Nations 
Shipped to Russia". No point of origin would be designated on the shipment 
and from information available, it was practically impossible to trace it.

Ur. MILLS was interviewed on December 7, 19 h9> by reporting agents 
and he advised that he had been assigned to the Air Service Command, 39th 
Air Freight Wing, Gore Field and East Base, Great Falls, Montana, from March, 
19li3 to September, 19UU• Mr. MILLS is currently employed as a salesman 
employed by Leo J. Meyberg Company, 2027 South Figueroa, Los Angeles. 

MILLS's duties at Gore Field placed him in charge of the actual 
loading of planes and he advised that on several occasions he saw ship¬ 
ments of cheap black suitcases, which were tied with white cord, which he 
estimated weighed as much as 2,000 pounds . He stated that since he was 

interested in the weight of the cargo rather than the number of pieces, he 
did not form an impression as to the number of items contained in such a 
shipment of suitcases. He said that these suitcases came to Gore Field via 
plane and ir. some cases via Railway Express, and their contents were unknown 
to him. He stated that in many cases shipments of what appeared to be dip¬ 
lomatic pouches were in the custody of armed guards. 

Mr. MILLS stated that on a few occasions, when a plane would come 
into Gore Field with a Russian crew and an American pilot and for some 
reason cou ld not cont inue immediately to Fairbanks, the cargo would be 
removed at^mm^^request and placed in a storeroom which was under 
MILLS’s control. He stated that on such occasions an armed Russian guard 
or oourier would sleep on the pile of luggage and packages, Mr. MILLS 
said that Major JORDAN, whom he regarded as a competent officer, might 
have temporarily stored some of the suitcases described above in his office 
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and that it would have been possible for JORDAN to have inspected such 
suitcases, but that in the event JORDAN did make an inspection, he never 
mentioned it to MILI/5. 

Mr. MILLS advised that4fl|^^ and JORDAN would sort over freight 
destined for Russia and would determine which packages were to be forwarded 
first and that in some cases, in order to properly load a plane, the pack¬ 
ages had to be repacked or rewrapped. Mr. LULLS stated that his crew 
usually assisted JORDAN in repacking or rewrapping such packages. MILTS 
advised that while such packages were being rev/rapped, he had, on occasion, 
noted that there was contained in some packages many issues of the w Now 
York Times” and said that he had also seen some blueprints, but that he had 
not noted the subject matter of them . 

Mr. MILLS vaguely recalls carboys of five-gallon glass jars con¬ 
taining some sort of liquid going through Gore Field, but the contents were 
not known to him. Ho stated that he had never heard any mentio n made of 
uranium while he was at Gore Field, nor had he heard that fHWMUBFKINS, 
was regarded as a contact of the Russians in 7ashington. 

MTT.T.S stated that the only shipments recalled by him which went 
through his hands without manifest were in the possession of couriers. He 
stated that in all transshipments of freight at Gore Field, his unit would 
prepare the manifest and the airway bills of lading. The data to complete 
the airway bills of lading was taken from the shipping tag attached to the 
package, which, in many cases, was obviously a very incomplete and brief 
description of its contents. He stated that no effort was made to verify 
the description on the shipping tag by an actual inspection of the contents 
of the package. He stated that one copy of the airway bill and one copy of 
the manifest accompanied the shipment to Fairbanks. Another copy of the 
airway bill and manifest weie retained at Gore Field, and a third copy was 
sent to the /dr Service Command, Patterson Field, and possibly a fourth 
copy to the United Nations Office in the Third National Bank Building in 
Dayton, Ohio. 

Mr. MILLS further advised that his duties at Gore Field did not 
include any intelligence duties and that ho had never had any occasion to 
prepare any reports in connection with matters of the type mentioned by 
JORDAN.

Mr. O'NEILL is currently employed by the Veterans Administration, 
1031 South Broadway, Los Angeles, California. He ?/as interviewed by 
reporting agents on December 1, 19h9, and December 6, 19li9, at which time 
he stated that he had served as Executive Officer at the 6lst Sup ply Depot 
of the Air M ateriel Command at Great Falls, Montana, 

from approximately January to November, 19li3» He stated that his 
orders designated him as Security Officer at the Depot, which orders he regard¬ 
ed as subordinate to his administrative duties, 

Mr. O'NEILL stated that the 6lst Supply Depot was physically 
located near the town of Great Falls at the Fair Grounds and was approximately 
midway between Gore Field and East Base. He said that the duties of the 
Depot were to handle parts, supplies and equipment being put aboard planes 
being designated for Russia or which were being modified or winterized prior 
to being flown to Russia. He stated that he had no contact with cargo 
going aboard the planes except on one occasion. He stated that he recalled 
that on this occasion, he had received a telephone call from someone at 
East Base advisi ng him that there were several packages addressed to 

which had arrived at East Base without any shipping papers. 
O'NEILL said that he sent a staff car to East Base with instructions to 
the driver to return the packages to the Depot. He said that upon the 
driver's return he had seen the packages and described them as approximately 
12" x 18" x 8" deep, wrapped in brown paper and tied very securely with 
heavy corj^n^sna^^jrith a seal. The packages were addressed to the atten¬ 
tion of and bore no markings showing the contents or point 

of origin. 


Mr. O'NEILL believes he contacted eitherMajor 
JORDAN concerning the packages and was informed that^^H^^^^^^ was 
most anxious to receive them. He states that subsequently he believes that 
thanked him for the recovery of the packages and told him 
they were kits which were to go aboard planes waiting in Fairbanks. Mr. 
O'NEILL estimated that the packages weighed approximately sixty lbs. each. 

He stated that these misdirected packages came to his attention approximately 
two weeks prior to the fall of Stalingrad-. 
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Mr. O'NEILL advised that Major JORDAN, on one occasion, mentioned 
to him his concern over the quantity of material going to Russia and said 
that he was making daily memoranda on suspicious shipments. Although JORDAN 
did not mention any specific shipment or the contents of the shipments 
which caused him concern, Mr. O'NEILL stated that basing his statements 
on his knowledge of JORDAN'S personality and character, he believed JORDAN 
probably would have reported incidents which he believed were out of line to 
his superiors, however, he stated that he did not observe JORDAN making 
memoranda or keeping a diary or know that JORDAN had such a w diary. Mr. 
O'NEILL advised that he had no knowledge concerning the contents of the 
packages and cargo going through Great Falls and that he had never heard of 
uranium or known what it could be used for until after the bomb had been 
dropped. 


Mr. O'NEILL stated that on o ne occasio n ho asked 
what he thought of ■Hr.-’HOFKINS and that^^^^^fcreplied that Mr. HOPKINS 
was a fine man, a good friend of Russia's, who had done a lot forRussia. 

Mr, O'NE ILL stated that the reason he asked this question of^HP 
BHB was because he had suspected, by reason of the fast action the 
Russians obtained when they complained to Washington, that there was a 
person in a position of influence in YJashington with whom the Russians 
maintained close contact and that he and otheis susoocte^th^^uch person 
was ^*r.

advised that shortly after he became acquainted with 
he latter questioned him as to when he .had left Russia, etc. 
advised him that he had departed from Russia in 1921 and that 
he fe.lt that thereby typed him as being a TThite Russ^rwind 

adopted friendly but distinctly cool attitude thereafter, 

typified t his by ex plaining that he and his wife lived in the* same apartment 
house Tdth but there was never any social intercourse between them. 

After this short assignment as interpreter to 
stated that he received the assignment to manage the Officers Club at Gore 
Field. He stated that he actively assumed t hese dutie s and spent all his 
time in this operation while at Gore Field, ^^^^^^^advised of his own 
volition that he had recalled reading several months ago an allegation in 
the newspaper to the effect that uranium had been shipped through Great 
Falls, Montana. He stated that upon reading this article he reflected con¬ 
siderably upon happenings that had come to his attention while in service 
at Great Falls, but stated he had absolutely no information bearing upon 
this shipment or Knew anything bearing upon the matter. 

Elsewhere in this report under interviews with GEORGE FRANCIS O'NEILL 
it will be noted that information was received to the effccttha^O'NEILL 
believed that two Russian-speaking TLVCs were assigned to 
interpreters.

In addition to the information furnished by^^m^^pin the 
foregoing investigative section, he further advised that while stationed at 
Ladd Field, Fairbanks, Alaska, he had several opportunities, as Intelligence 
Officer, to inspect packages, suitcases or boxes destined for Russia. He 
stated that on one occasion two diplomatic pouches were "accidentally" 
dropped and broken open and that a detailed examination of the contents was 
made concerning these pouches.

In addition to th e foregoing material set forth in the investiga¬ 
tive section,advised that in connection with her duties 
assisting the immigration and customs inspectors, she prepared “brief 
cards’ 1 shovring the name of arriving Russians and wnich contained brief 
descriptive data concerning their background and occupation as shown by 
their passport.

She stated, however, that she had seen the customs inspectors 
go out to the planeq which, in many cases, were guarded with armed guards, and 
just stick his head through the door of the planes and look around and that 
they would actually make no inspection of the contents. She stated the 
customs officials would open the personal luggage of Russian personnel, but, 
in many cases, would just look in and would not actually remove the contents.

It should be noted that this office interviewed Hr. O’NEILL both 
before and after FULTON IE. .15, tH*’. broke the story relative to the allega¬ 
tions of Major JORDAN on the ajr, and that O'NEILL's statements prior to 
the first #ULTON iE'TIS, Jj% broadcast reflected that he had virtually no 
knowledge concerning the allegations made by Major JORDAN with the exception 
of the incident concerning the several misdirected packages mentioned in 
the foregoing section. Subsequent to the ffU4^N**lEATS, Jr. original 
broadcast, Mr. O’NEILL mentioned several other items, namely, items con¬ 
cerning JRRJOT'HOPKINS which havebeon mentioned in the foregoing section. 

In the original interview. O'NEILL indicated that he was not 
well acquainted with JORDAN an’, was not sure exactly what JORDAN'S duties 
at Gore Field were. Subsequent to the ftflCTON IENIS*,-Ji* broadcast, O'NEILL 
indicated that he and JORDAN were very good friends and that he had had 
JOFDAN at his home for dinner on several occasions 2 nd that they customarily 
had a drink together at the Officer's Club before or after dinner, at which 
times they would discuss various matters. 

On several occasions, O'NEILL stated that JORDAN commented about 
the tremendous quantity of material going to Russia and that he was worried 
about it. O'NEILL said that he told JORDAN if ho was worried that he should 
report it to his superiors.. JORDAN told O'NEILL that he nad imported it 
and that he was keeping daily memoranda. Mr. O'NEILL stated that JORDAN 
did not disclose details of the incidents which caused him concern. 

>7ith respect to llr. O'NEILL'S statement that he had h eard the 
name of fcRRT*TOPKIN£ toasted at a stag dinner given by Colonel 
at the Officers Club at Gore Field, it should be noted that in relating the 
story O'NEILL admitted that he had become so intoxicated from the vodka 
served at the dinner that upon arrival home he had fallen through a plate 
glass window but had no memory of it. 


Mr. O'NEILL advised that received coded messages 
via teletyp^whicl^;ame into the Communications Room at the Depot and that 
ho believed ^^^^Bnaintained his own files and that he did not know what 
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happened to these messages. 

Mr. O'NEILL advised that during his tour of duty at the Depot, 
morphine was being stolen from the emergency kits which were being put 
aboard planes going to Russia and that as a result, he h 2 d all the morphine 
removed and kept the morphine ih his safe and doled it out to JORDAN as 
needed. Mr. O'NEILL insisted in stressing this item in the belief it had 
some connection with JORDAN'S allegations. 

Subsequent to the original FULTON LEJIS, Jr. broadcast, the Los 
Angeles Examiner, on Monday, December 5, 19k9> appeared with big headlines 
stating that 0'NEILL was backing GEORGE RACEY JORDAN to the limit and 
quoted O'NEILL as stating that he had information that supported JORDAN 
and that he had detailed all of this information to the F.B.I. and was 
prepared to tell the whole story under oath. He was also quoted as stat¬ 
ing that everyone at the base knew that Russia had the ear of the ’.Thite 
House. 


On the occasion of Agents second interview with O'NEILL, he 
stated specifically that the only information he had which he believes 
supported JORDAN'S story was the information relative to several packages 
which had been misdirected to the East Base and which have been mentioned 
in the investigative section, and that he intended, when he stated to the 
press that he had evidence supporting Major JORDAN, that the incident 
detailed to the F.B.I. regarding such packages was the evidence he had in 
mind. 


Mr. O'NEILL was asked by Agents how the press happened to con¬ 
tact him and O'NEILL advised that he suspected that fellow employees at 
the Veterans Administration,where O'NEILL is employed, had overheard a 
portion of Agents' first talk with 0'NEILL and that such fellow employees 
had reported the matter to reporters from the Examiner who frequently had 
lunch in a place patronized by employees of the Veterans Administration.

She stated that it was quito a common practice that when JkJldJ would 
place these long-distance calls that she would monitor then by listening in on 
an extension in the office and at the conclusion thereof, she would make steno¬ 
graphic transcriptions of the conversations. She advised that she made two copies 
of these transcripts which she placed in separate manila envelopes. The original 
copy was for JOlH'-U's personal file and she made another copy for her 07 m file 
but this latter copy, however, was kept in the same locked cabinet as was the 
original for JCuEhN. llrs. HCUAliT advised that in the course of making transcript, 
of these telephonic conversations, nothing had ever transpired which had caused 
her to take any particular cognizance of the contents thereof. Sho stated that th 
only call which of itself seems rather clear in her memory, was one which took 
place just prior to the time tiiat JCH-h received his majority.

Aircraft Company in Hawthorne, California. ^^Bfeexplained that his function 
as head of the Air LJateriel Command fitted into the over all picture of shipments 
to Russia as fellows: In Washington there was set up an allocation board which 
decided the number of planes together with the component parts thereof which were 
assigned tc the various theaters of operation andisc- the amounts and type of 
materiel which*, are assigned to the Allies, including Russia. It was, therefore, 
the function of the Air iiaterial Command to get from the various sources of supplie: 
the proper number of planes and parts and equipment which had been allocated by 
the board in order to make them available tc the nix Transport Command for shipment 
to Russia via Great Falls. 

With particular reference to Great Fells, recalled that 

asp cir.Hy in the early days during ’which the field operated thaw it liad come to 
his attention that the Russians were "great ccmplainers" in that they often found 
fault with the type of materiel supplied, tbe quantity thereof, etc. He stated 
that he recalls in a general way that such complaints had come to his attention 
but he does not recall the specific nature of the matters which apparently dis¬ 
pleased the Russians. 

recalled that on occasions, he had conversation ’with 
with regard to the shipment of materiel to Russia which -affected the 
operation at Great Falls but these always were of a general matter of polic y, the 
need for expeditious handling of shipments to Russia. stated 

tliai. he recalls that he had several conversations with HARRY HOIKING along these 
samo lines. He recalled that these conversations vr ould be typically "I s it 
possible that 3*000 pianos of a given typo can be immediately shipped to the 
Russians?" "Is it possible that the Russians can be imn^^telyshipped 5*000 
tires of a given type?" and questions of like nature. ^^^^HHIHi^steted that 
he definitely recalls that these conversations entailed matters as outlined in the 
foregoing but that none ol them liad any specific reference to the operation at 
Great Falls. 


"Kith rart^ul^^egard to the possibility of C-47s going to Russia being 
radar equipped,^^^^|B|^|^' stated that it was his recollection that during 
the period in question, no C-47s were equipped with radar, except planes which 
were being shipped to Groat 3ritain. Ho stated that these planes were equipped 
with a recognition type of radar which made it possible for the ground forces by 
use of a corresponding piece cf equipment to identify the aircraft while it was 
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in flight. He explained that this particular type of radar was generally- 
referred to as a rocognition-tyoe and the portion of this equipment installed 
_ on a plane would be useless to the Russians unless they had corresponding 
}Q ff equipment which was maintained in the ground installations. 

stated that he had on his staff an officer who was 
primarily responsible for any lend lease operations for the Russians wh^^ 
affected the Air ICateriel Command, This individ ual he identified 

identified ^^H^further as being a practicing 
attorney in New iork City and suggested th^nie quite possibly might be easily 
located inasmuch as he had visited California during the past month and .stated 
that he was still practicing in New York City.

(HE)—An official of the Atom¬ 
ic Energy Commission today 
said that Russia obtained 
atomic materials in 1943 from 
a firm which had agreed to re¬ 
serve all its supplies for the 
United States. 

That testimony from Lawrence 
C. Burman, director of AEC’s 
licensing division, drew a de¬ 
mand from the House Un-Amer¬ 
ican Activities Committee for a 
thorough inquiry to determine 
whether the firm violated its 
wartime contract. 

Burman was rare metals pro¬ 
curement officer for the Man 
hattan Engineering Project 
which made the atom bomb. He 
was called in the Committee’s 
renewed effort to trace ship¬ 
ments of' uranium compounds 
^ and other atomic mate rials to | 
ptilSsta during the war years. T

Burman said he knew of three 
atomic shipments to the Rus¬ 
sians during the w a r—420 
pounds of uranium compounds 
in March, 1943; 1000 pounds of 
compounds later that year, and 
22 pounds of fused worthless 
uranium metal in the next year. 

But the first was sent, Bur¬ 
man 6aid, only to prevent the 
1 Russians from learning that we 
attached great importance to it, 
and thereafter the Manhattan 
Project tried to corral all sup¬ 
plies, asking other government 
agencies to help. 

Burman told the Committee 
United States officials thought 
they had blocked all shipments ' 
to Russia from any source. They 
learned four years later that, 
despite their efforts, a 1000- 
pound shipment of uranium 
compounds from Canada went 
through the lend-lease pipe line 
to Russia in May or June, 1943. 

Licensed by BEW 

The shipment, licensed by the 
Board of Economic Warfare, 
was made by the Canadian Radi¬ 
um and Uranium Corp., New 
York, headed by Boris Pregel. 
Pregel at that time had the sole 
sales agency for Canadian urani¬ 
um output—the most vital war¬ 
time source of bomb materials. 

Burman said there was a con¬ 
tract with Pregel’s firm by which 
the project got all that com¬ 
pany’s available supplies and 
took “ first call for one year 
UgJUiiiuny others it had c aU /’ l 
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Russia, was marked with the 
name Alger Hiss, according to 
secret testimony of Major George 
Racey Jordan, inspection chief at 
the Montana airbase.

extraneous. According to the best ofrecollection, these items 
consisted of such things as telephone books, street maps, railroad time • 
tables and technical periodicals of all sorts. He states that he cannot 
recall as to where he obtained the following information, but he has the 
impression that either in the report or from some other source, he learned 
that the Russians explained the need for shipment of such items by stating 
that they were making an attempt to pattern their activities in railroading, 
telephone exchange, after such methods in use.in the United States.

Provious investigation i n this cas^b^th^^ffice has resulted 
in information being received from^l^HiHH^^BIBt former Intelligence 
Officer at Gore Field, Great Falls, Montana to the effect that Army Intelli¬ 
gence agents had at one time opened Russian diplomatic pouches at Fairbanks, 
*J»aska and had found therein maps, blueprints, etc., which were of ar^m- 
classified nature, but which at the time appeared to be suspicious. 
additionally advised that he recalled that either one of the Military 
Intelligence agents or a C.I.C. agent had obtained possession of a code book 
belonging to a Russian officer who was then residing in a BOQ barracks at 
Ladd Field, Fairbanks, Alaska. According tothis code book was 
photographed and was then returned to the quarters without the knowledge 
of the Russian officer and that subsequently a complete report of the con¬ 
tents was made through regular military channels. 

At the time of interview, 4^^^was questioned as to his knowledge 
of these incidents. He advised that he had no knowledge of any direct 
entry into diplomatic pouches, but t hat he did recall a very similar in¬ 
cident which might be the one which reference to.

however, that a C.I.C. agent at Fairbanks had searched the effects of a 
Russian civilian at Fairbanks and had found a rather complete diary.

Another witness testified that 
a New York broker, Boris Pregel, 
arranged for the shipment of 
1000 pounds of uranium salts to 
Russia although Pregel was al¬ 
legedly aware of the Army’s su¬ 
persecret Manhattan Project for 
the development of the A-bomb. 

Uranium is one of the key in¬ 
gredients in atomic weapons. 

In New York, Pregel issued a 
statement denouncing the testi¬ 
mony about himself as “not ac¬ 
curate” and asking a chance to 
be heard by the House Un-Ameri¬ 
can Activities Committee. 

“I wish to point out,” Pregel 
said, “that the shipment was 
made with the approval of the 
governments of the United 
States and the Dominion of Cana¬ 
da.” • 

Represented Canadians 

Pregel is president of the Cana¬ 
dian Radium and Uranium Co., 
New York, sales agent for a Ca¬ 
nadian uranium producing firm. 

Herman Rosenberg, New York 
chemicals broker, told the House 
Committee today he arranged for 
the Russians to make two war¬ 
time purchases of heavy water 
and two of uranium compounds 
in the United States. 

But Rosenberg, vice-president 
of Chematar, Inc., insisted he

The Committee also heard 
that another wartime ally, Brit¬ 
ain, got about 15 tons of uranium 
oxide in the spring of 1043.

BACKGROUND: 

Congressman Morris by letter dated October 4th advised a book 
entitled "Major Jordan's Diary" had been called to his attention by a constituent. 
It is supposedly written by Major Jordan who was in charge of the base at 
Montano where Lend-Lease material was shipped to Russia. According to the 
Congressman he understood the FBI had investigated its "authenticity" and 
requested any information regarding this book that this Bureau may be able to 
furnish.

. ; Bufiles reflect that ttos^ook entitled "From Major Jordan's 
Diaries," authored by George RaeeyJordan, was reviewed by Central Research 
in September, 1952 . 

Jordan, a former major in the United States Army Air Force, was 
stationed at Gore Field, Great Falls, Montana, from January 1, 1943, to 
May 24, 1944, in the capacity of liaison officer expediting shipments of Lend- 
Lease material to Russia. 

Jordan has alleged that shipments of uranium and plutonium were 
shipped through Great Falls to Russia during this period and on one occasion in 
June, 1943, he received a telephone call from Harry Hopkins in Washington 
instructing him, Jordan, to expedite a certain shipment that was coming through.

Shortly thereafter, Jordan claims a shipment of uranium arrived at Gore Field 
and was placed aboard a plane for Russia. 

Investigation in this matter was conducted upon specific 
instructions of the Department in order to prove or disprove Jordan's allegations. 

\ Extensive investigation by the Bureau failed to substantiate his allegations. 

The investigation reflected that Jordan's reputation was that of 
/ one that gloats on publicity, one who exaggerates things to the extent that he 
/ believes them to be true. 

In recent years Jordan has condemned fluoridation of water supplies 
/as a secret Russian revolutionary technique to deaden our minds. 

» In view of the fact that relations with Congressman Morris have 

been favorable, it is recommended that the above information be furnished to 
l someone in his office. 


RECOMMENDATION: 


That someone in your (Mr. DeLoach's) office contact someone in 
Congressman Morris' office and brief him concerning the information reflected 
above. 
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
